Preserve why not give them a trial? 
Let the fruits supply the sugar. To 
one cup of ground seeded ratsins add 
one eup chopped apples and one cup 
water. Cook until thickened, A lit- 
tle lemon juice and-grated rind gives 
an agreeable flavoring. Cooked dried 
fruit, such as apricots, pears peaches 
or prunes may be used in combina- 
tion with the ground raisins,in any 
| Proportion desired and three fruits 
jay be coimbined—such as apricots, 
apples and raisins. Catsup added to, 
the marmalades makes a simple fruit 
relish to serve with cold meat. 
Prune-apricot butter is a simple’ pre- 
serve and very wholesome. Wash 
one pound prunes and one-half pound 
apricots; soak over night; stew until | 
very soft in same water. Rub 
through colander, return to sauce 
pan and cook slowly until thick, be- 
ing careful that it does not burn. Do 
not add sugar. Try Scotch orange 
marmalade, too. It is excellent, To 
two pints ground oranges (pulp, 
rind and juice) add two pounds’ of 
fey: and cook to a thick marma- 
ade,

Success with Pigs 


Saskatchewan Dealer Claims Rape Is 
Good Feed for Hogs 


‘The very serious need of increased 
production of foodstuffs in thé short 
est possible time was responsible for 
the recently-started propaganda for 
increased hog production. This has 
led up to the very important ques- 
tion of feed, and has impelled The 
3attleford Press to secure first hand 
information on the one kind of hog 
fodder which normally should be 
most quickly grown. 

From ex-Mayor Phillips, who for 
many years has been closely in touch 


withthe question by reason of — his 
business, we learn that rape, the 
queen of forage plants, comprises 


the most promising solution of the 
feed problem now confronting the 
farmer under the stress of a demand: 
which must not be denied. Heé states 
that hogs can be grown to maturity 
on rape alone where it is posstble to 
maintain the pasturage a sufficient 
length of time, but that naturally 
better and quicker results are attain- 
ed where a sinall quantity of grain 
feed such as oat or barley chop is 


given, mixed, for instavce, in the 
drinking: water, 
Mr. Phillips claims that to — give 


best réturns land should be enriched 
before sowing to rape, and it goes 
without saying that the plant re- 
quires considerable moisture. 

At least one local farmer to our 
knowledge his experienced abundant 
success with pigs raised on a pas- 
turage of rape, viz., D. K. Weber. 
Two years ago he sowed six acres 
to that fodder, using five pounds of 
seed to the acre. He divided this 
patch into three so as to give one 
field a chance to renew its growth 
while the next one was being pastur- 
ed. He fed very little grain, but us- 
ed buttermilk instead, and got good 
results at a very small outlay of cap- 
ital and labor. He states that from 
his own experience white hogs 
not do as well as the black varieties 
on rape feeding, as their skin 
comes affected with a scab and 
times even scales off, due possibly to 
constant contact with the plant or 
the frequent wetting in damp, weath- 
er. Mr. Weber had the above ex- 
perience with the Yorkshires, and it 
is possible that that breed alone is 
susceptible to the trouble. He had 
no stitch difficulty with the black var- 
icty, Berkshires, he now raises.

Resolving to risk scarcity of food 
at home in order that our armies 
may not face starvation abroad, the 
United States has determined to send 
an extra 90,000,000 bushels: of wheat 
to the allies. 

What sacrifices are Canadians pre- 
pared to make to render like assis- 
tance? 

marcela to competent authorities 
the total qifantity of wheat in Cana- 
da at present is approximately 105,- 
000,000 . bushels. Of this quantity 
30,000,000 bushels are required for 
seeding purposes, the remaining 75,- 
000,000 bushels to be divided between 
the needs of our people at home and 
our armies overseas. 

.The Journal hopes that the gov- 
ernment will lose no time in taking 
steps to see that domestic consump- 
tion be decreased as much as pos- 
sible to the end that we can send 
more wheat overseas. 

The food situation has’ become 
desperately: grave. Accofding to of- 
ficial information 500,000 bushels of 
wheat will be required by the allies 
before the harvest of 1918. Because 
of the submarine menace and conse- 
quent tonnage shortage, Canada and 
the United States are the only two 
countries with exportable wheat that 
is Accessible without serious strain 
upon allied sea transportation. It 
therefore follows that a solemn duty 
devolves upon the government and 
people of Canada to save in every 
way possible so as to increase the 
quantity of wheat and every kind of 
food we have to export. 

The time for resounding declara- 
tions and patriotic programs has 
passed. The country is ready for 
hefoic measures. 

Waste, extravagance and luxurious 
living at home while our armies are 
in peril of starvation abroad, must 
be longer  tolcrated.—Ottawa 
‘Journal.
